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CHAPTER 687

AN ACT to renumber and amend 111.32 (3), as amended by chapter
149, laws of 19,59; and to create 111.38 of the statutes, relating to the
definition of employers subject to nondiscrimination because of age.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 111.32 (3) of the statutes, as amended by chapter 149,
laws of 1959, is renumbered 111.32 (3) (a) and amended to read:

111.32 (3) (a) The term "employer" shall not include * * * a
social club, fraternal or religious association * * * not organized for
private profit.

SECTION 2. 111.38 of the statutes is created to read:
111.38 EXCEPTION IN AGE DISCRIMINATION. The prohibi-

tion against discrimination because of age shall not apply to hazardous
occupations including, without limitation because of enumeration, law
enforcement or fire fighting.
